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South London actor and comedian Llewella Gideon 
delivers a host of colourful characters to Oval House 
Theatre this month. Jessica Cargill Thompson 
meets a woman of many talents

Y ou’ll know Llewella Gideon’s comic 
characters, even if you’ve never seen 
her shows before. Especially if you 
live in south London. 

Maybe you live next door to them, or they 
work at your office, or are mums at your 
school. There’s Amma, the Ghanaian 
canteen lady with an active disregard for 
customer service, bemused by the cultural 
and generational gap between her and her 
London-born children. There’s Mrs Henry, 
Barbadian office cleaner and political 
pundit. And Hortense Pretentious, 
Chairwoman of the Black Coloureds 
Conservative Royal National Party, and 
Head of Human Resources, who fancies 
herself to have come up in the world now 
she no longer has a London postcode. 

They all work in the office of Cynthia 
Cynical, the plump forty-something temp 
whose body is heading south and whose 
dreams never quite materialised the way 
she’d hoped. And they’ll all be bringing their 
strong opinions to the Oval House Theatre 
in March as part of The Best ofThe Little Big 
Woman. So where are these characters from? 

“They come from a fusion of people 
and experiences from growing up in 
Camberwell and Peckham,” says Gideon. 
“They aren’t particular people, but they 
all feel very familiar because they’re such big 
characters. That’s where the comedy comes 
from, the recognition.” 

Though the characters are all black 
women with specific ethnic back stories, the 
themes and personalities are cross-cultural. 
Amma could be a Jewish mother. Hortense 
is essentially a black Hyacinth Bucket 
(“She thought it would be nice to move to 
one of the ‘heaths’, Blackheath, Hampstead 
Heath, but unfortunately she’s ended 
up in Thornton Heath,” quips Gideon 
of her character’s flawed attempts at social 
climbing). Cynthia was wearing big pants 
long before Bridget Jones. 


And while they make us laugh, there’s no 
mockery from Gideon; these larger-than- 
life characters are all are drawn with love, 
empathy and respect. Unsurprisingly, 

Little BigWoman audiences are 80% female, 
but, Gideon reassures, “it’s safe for men 
too; lots of them come along to find out 
what the other half thinks”. 

The show’s name celebrates strong 
women with little social standing but with 
big personalities. More literally it also refers 
to Gideon’s own 5ft nothing frame and 
forceful character: a spirited single mum 
who has carved out a successful TV career, 
taken cleaning work to get through the lean 
times, and set up her own theatre company, 
Dual Impact, with her sister, Killian. 

“Those strong female parts are not always 
available,” she says, “so you have to go and 
make them for yourself. A friend described 
me as a pocket grenade.”

The daughter of a Barbadian bus driver 
and a St Lucian nurse, Gideon went to 
Oliver Goldsmiths primary school then 
Haberdashers’ Aske’s, but caught the acting 
bug at a kids drama club on the North 
Peckham Estate she went to with her friend 
Marianne Jean-Baptiste (“Now an Oscar 
nominated actress,” she adds with pride.) 

“Camberwell, Peckham, Old Kent 
Road... those were my neighbourhoods. 
I’m a south London girl through and 
through. I’ve never lived across the water; 

I just love the energy of south London. 

“I have such great memories from my 
childhood of Peckham in its heyday, when 
we had Jones & Higgins, the big 


department store at the end of Rye Lane, 
and the old cinema. In the 1970s it was the 
cool place to be; it really did have a great mix 
of people, British and Afro Caribbean. 

“Bellenden Road is very trendy now, but 
even before the alfresco cafes it was nice. 
There’s a whole world going on behind the 
High Street and Rye Lane: galleries, artists, 
creative people, famous people, collectives. 
It’s full of hidden gems; multi-million 
pound houses that no one knows about.” 

Although she tried to do “a proper job” 
when she left school, nine to five wasn’t 
for her. Instead she won a part in 
mouldbreaking multicultural sketch show 
The Real McCoy, one of the hits of the 
1990s, before doing the rounds of other 
comedy classics such 2 &Ab Fab, Murder Most 
Horrid , Nighty Night, and The Lenny Henry 
Show. Ever versatile, she’s played Scary Spice 
in Comic Relief spoof band The Sugar 
Lumps; was in Lars von Trier’s Manderlay, 
and the voice ofTrix the purple forklift truck 
in Bob the Builder. 

Currently she has a raft of creative projects 
on the go: developing a two-woman show, 
finishing a novel, and working on a film. 
Meanwhile Mrs Henry has recently started 
podcasting; you can catch her views on 
issues such as street crime and Top Gear 
on YouTube, or send her your problems 
and she’ll try to answer them. 

It’s apt that the characters have not only 
come back to the venue in which they 
debuted 18 years ago, but that it coincides 
with International Women’s Day on 8 
March. To celebrate, Gideon has dedicated 
the show “to single mothers, working 
mothers, career women and those who hold 
the world together while still managing 
to smile, look sexy and be outspoken”.

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Music to 
the ears 

The Horniman Museum leaps into spring with two 
great new exhibitions and grand garden plans 


T he Horniman Museum has big 

plans for this spring. Not only are 
the award-winning, 16-acre 
gardens undergoing a huge, £2.3 million 
upgrade, due to be completed in spring 
2012, March and April see the launch 
of two new major exhibitions. 

The Art of Harmony, which opens on 
26 March in the Balcony Gallery, brings 
together 44 musical instruments from 
the collections of the 
V&Aand Horniman 


of Bologna harpsichord from 1521. 

The exhibition also sheds light on 
the history of the two musical instrument 
collections, including the extraordinary 
lengths to which conservation and 
curatorial teams will go to protect 
instruments, using medical techniques 
such as x-ray and endoscopy to 
examine them. 

Then, on 16 April, Bali-Dancing for the 
Gods, opens in 


museums. The 
exhibition illustrates 
performance 
traditions in 
European classical 

music from the 16th to 19th centuries. 

A highlight of the display is one of Antonio 
Stradivari’s iconic violins, an example of his 
virtuosic craftsmanship, which remains 
highly prized by top musicians today. 

Many of the instruments have fascinating 
individual stories: from connections to 
prominent historical figures and events to 
tales of skulduggery and deception. Louis, 
le Grand Dauphin of France, reputedly 
owned the ornate kit (a compact violin used 
for dance lessons) that forms part of the 
'Salon' display, and the Barber of Seville 
composer Rossini’s oboe is among the 
treasures in the 'Virtuoso' section. The 
oldest instrument on display is the Jerome

F or me, the launch of the spring/summer season is the most 
exciting time in the fashion calendar.

And so it was off to London College of Fashion, from where she 
graduated with a degree in Fashion Management and Buying, 
cutting her teeth dressing models at London Fashion Week. After 
gradually building up her contacts, taking on freelance styling gigs, 
and a stint working as a buyer for high street stores like New Look, 
Ronke decided to go it alone. She now has more than 10 years 
experience in personal styling, and since setting up Stylizers in 
2006 has teamed up with the likes of Jaeger, Hobbs, Karen Millen, 
the Michaeljohn Salon in Mayfair and the Goring in Belgravia. 
Ronke was even up against the then-unknown Gok Wan to impart 
simple styling tips to the fashion-flummoxed masses on TV.

I hit the streets of SE19 with Ronke to see how SS11 ’s trends 
can work for me. After coffee and a quick colour and style 
consultation at Blackbird Bakery (fret not, Ronke’s consultations 
are usually carried out in the privacy of your own home!), we took 
to Westow Street. South of the River easily offered up three outfits 
that worked perfectly for me: a simple navy and white-striped 
dress, gathered at the waist, teamed with a red cardigan and belt 
(add wedges, et voila, a summer lunch ensemble); for a night on 
the tiles, a structured dress with magenta floral print and black, 
diamond-shaped panels to the side (a great waist trimmer,

Love your heart 

R omantic traditionalists celebrated St Valentine’s Day by offering 
loved ones a bouquet of flowers and chocolate. Others 
may have sneered cynically at the event - for them, matters 
of the heart deserve more than one act of affection a year. Indeed, 
our very own hard-working, pumping heart deserves proper care 
and attention best given throughout the year. 

‘Go to work on an egg’ was the well-known advertising slogan 
from the late 60s. But early research into diet and heart disease in 
the 70s tarnished the image of eggs. Yes, they are high in cholesterol, 
but we now know that they 
do not adversely affect blood 
cholesterol levels when eaten 
in moderation. 

An egg a day is fine for 
people with normal blood 
cholesterol levels. Even those 
with moderately raised LDL cholesterol (the ‘damaging’ type) may eat 
three or four eggs a week, as part of a healthy eating plan. The egg 
is nature’s original convenience food - quick to cook but packed with 
nutrients (which is not surprising, given that it is a life in-waiting!). 

Saturated fats are in the frame as a cause of high LDL cholesterol. 
There are many types of saturated fats and it is now known that 
medium-length ‘chains’ raise LDL cholesterol, while shorter and longer 
‘chains’ do not seem to have this same effect. 

The fat content of many foods is a mixture of different length 
saturated fats, so the public health message must be simple in the 
hope of encouraging everyone to change to healthy habits. So, ‘eat 
less saturated fat’ is as simple as it gets! (By the way, trans-fats should 
be kept off the menu whenever possible.) 

The heart works hard, but making it work even harder about times 
a week for 30 minutes helps it to work more efficiently in the long-term, 
and cuts the risk of coronary heart disease. Dancing tops the list 
in terms of fun for most people-it’s a very sociable activity, making 
it a great way to have fun, get fitter and make new friends.

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With the 2011 census approaching, Sarah Chan 
trawls the archives to see how the borough 
has changed over the years 


T he 2011 census is approaching. 

With a 200-year record of tracking 
the patterns of our ever-changing 
society, the census is something of a national 
treasure. Programmes such as Who Do You 
Think You Are? have inspired many people 
to trawl census records to find the heroes 
and the villains of the family, helping to 
retrace family connections through the ages. 

By collecting information from every 
household, a unique and detailed snapshot 
is taken of modern life, documenting the 
lifestyle and characteristics of the 
population. The personal information 
shared at every census is kept confidential 
for 100 years. After that, if s there for the 


public to explore and find out more about 
the life and times of their ancestors. 

Governments of every era have recognised 
the need to collect information on their 
most valuable asset - their people. The 
Babylonians and the Chinese held censuses 
for military and taxation purposes. The 
Egyptians collected information on the 
population so that they could plan armies to 
build the pyramids and to redistribute land 
following the annual flooding of the Nile. 

The first thorough survey of England was 
in 1086 when William the Conqueror 
ordered the production of the Domesday 
Book. This detailed inventory of land and 
property was a massive undertaking but it 


provides us with a remarkable picture of 
life in Norman Britain. Closer to home, 
it is fascinating to see how the borough 
of Lewisham has changed over the 
generations. The parish of Lewisham 
included Hither Green, Sydenham, Catford 
and Forest Hill, but the village of Lewisham 
stretched along Lewisham High Street from 
the present railway station to the ancient 
parish church of St Mary. 

Many wealthy people had houses in 
Forest Hill, including the tea merchant, 
Frederick Horniman. On his travels abroad 
he collected items relating to local cultures, 
and eventually his collection grew so large 
that he built a special museum for it.

He donated this museum now known as 
Horniman Museum to the public in 1901. 

The Sydenham area as we know it now 
was called Sippenham until the 18th 
century - the village of Cippa (an Old 
English name). It was a small settlement 
with a few cottages among the woods whose 
inhabitants grazed their animals and 
collected wood on Westwood Common. 
Famous residents include: author C.S. 
Forrester (1899- 
1966), who lived in 
Longton Avenue in 
the 1930s; Antarctic 
explorer Ernest 
Shackleton (1874- 
1922) who lived in 
Westwood Hill in the 1880s; and swimmer 
Linda Ludgrove, who won five gold medals 
at the Commonwealth Games of 1962 
and 1966 and lived at Sydenham Hill.

Matters of matrimony 

Asha Sumputh of Glazer Delmar Solicitors 

on the latest developments in prenuptial agreements 


PRENUPTIAL AGREEMENTS used to be 
the preserve of the rich and famous. In 
the UK they were not enforceable, but 
following the landmark case of 
Radmacher v Granatino in October 2010, 
this is changing, and they are now 
becoming more accepted by the courts 
and ordinary people alike. 

Society has changed, so have people's 
needs.The decision of the Supreme Court 
in Radmacher v Granatino was the end of 
a four-year legal battle. The wife, 
Radmacher, was a wealthy heiress who 
insisted on a prenuptial (prenup) 
agreement stating neither would have any 
claim on the other's assets during their 
marriage, or if they separated. 

The husband, Granatino, declined to take 
any legal advice before he signed the 
prenup. After eight years and two 
children, the couple split up. In spite of 
the prenup, the husband went to court 
and was awarded £5.5m - mainly 


because he hadn't taken independent 
legal advice before signing. 

The wife appealed and the Court of 
Appeal agreed that insufficient weight 
had been given to the prenup. The 
husband's award was reduced to £2.5 
million, and the money was just for the 
years of parenting, until the children were 
22 years old. The husband appealed to 
the Supreme Court, and his appeal was 
thrown out. 

The Supreme Court has confirmed that 
the English courts will attribute 
appropriate weight to a pre or post¬ 
nuptial agreement or matrimonial 
property regime, with regard to the 
circumstances of the case. The 
agreement will be one of the factors - 
perhaps the most compelling - in 



deciding how to divide a couple's assets. 
For a prenup to be recognised, both 
parties must enter into it of their own free 
will, without undue pressure, and know 
the implications. It is also important that 
they have all the relevant information 
before entering into it, with the intention it 
should govern what will happen to the 
assets if the marriage breaks down. The 
document must be properly drafted and 
witnessed. 

With the judgement in Radmacher v 
Granatino, it looks like prenuptial 
agreements are here to stay.

Gently easing you into our new motoring page, 
Neil Davey reviews the Bentley Mulsanne 


L et’s address the obvious first. Yes, 
the Bentley Mulsanne IS expensive 
(c. £220,000) and rare (they only 
make 800 a year, and they’ve sold out until 
2013), which makes this an extravagant 
use of a motoring column. However, 
if you were in the privileged position 
of being able to buy one, the only question 
you need ask is ‘why not?’ Because 
when Bentley push the (already elegant, 
beautifully engineered) envelope, the result 
is something truly special. 

In terms of looks, this is a car 
with undoubted 
presence. That’s 
partly because of the 
size-think road¬ 
going barge-but 
mostly it’s because 
of the clean lines 
and subtle curves. 

Even stationary, 
the Mulsanne 
appears poised and ready to leap. 
Remarkably, it does it without appearing 
ostentatious; it’s a car to be appreciated 
by those in the know. 

The size of the vehicle is certainly evident 
if you’re sitting in the back, where you could 
be forgiven for thinking you’re travelling 
business class in a very low flying jet. 


There’s leg room to spare, hand-crafted 
wood and leather everywhere, and easily 
controlled electric everything. 

The comfort is equally evident from the 
driver’s seat, but that notion of size is soon 
forgotten: the car slips along with ease, 
punching so effortlessly to three digit 
speeds you may need the alarm - the oh-so 
gentle alarm - that can be set to remind you 
that a hefty fine is potentially imminent. 

It’s only when you’re 
parking that you’re 
aware of the size 
but, of course, the 
car is fitted with all 
the devices (sensors, 
reversing cameras, 
etc) to make that 
a breeze. 

To be fair, the car 
needs to be big to fit in all the flourishes 
you would expect from Bentley’s flagship, 
particularly the six-and-three-quarter litre 
V8 engine. This features two new systems 

- cam phasing and variable displacement 

- that control fuel-air intake and timing, 
and allows for four of the eight cylinders 
to idle when cruising. What this means 


to the environment is reduced C02 
emissions and around a 15% improvement 
in fuel consumption compared to Bentley’s 
previous V8. What this means to the 
driver is colossal amounts of torque 
within milliseconds. 

The one possible ‘OTT’ aspect is the 
stereo, a 2,000 watt slice of Naim’s finest. 
Yes, that’s not a misprint. It is capable 
of two thousand watts. Of course, being 
a Naim, even at the ear-bleeding upper 
reaches of the scale, the sound is crisp 
and clean. Perhaps more impressively, 
the glazing is so good you can barely hear 
a thing outside, even as the occupants 
of the car start to liquefy. 

Will you ever get to drive one? Probably 
not. Should you buy one if you ever get the 
chance? Do I even need to answer that?

“It’s a pretty full-on operation. It makes it 
exciting both for the chef and for the front of 
house,” says restaurant manager Philip 
Urasala.

The restaurant and bar is open from 8am to 
11pm Monday to Saturday and 9am to 9pm 
on Sunday, serving breakfast, lunch, brunch at 
weekends, afternoon teas and dinner.

The menu is seasonally led, and most of the 
food comes from local suppliers whom head 
chef Trevor Tobin has built up a relationship 
with over the years. The kippers and salmon 
are smoked in-house at Chapter One, and 
specialities are ordered in from further afield, 
such as premium USDA corn-fed rib-eye steak 
from Greater Omaha. 

Alongside the breakfast service, the kitchen 
staff take deliveries, start the stocks and 
sauces, and prep the meat and fish for the day. 
Then it is on to lunch and the afternoon 
menu, when guests come in for a lighter meal 
or some of the delicious-looking scones piled 
up on a cake stand on the bar. 


The dinner service starts at 6pm, after the 
staff tea and briefing. The restaurant is buzzy 
in the evening, with groups trying out 
cocktails and couples, friends and families 
enjoying three-course meals. 

Tobin is passionate about always keeping 
things exciting for customers and getting the 
best ingredients: “The specials are decided the 
day before. I’ll speak to my suppliers and 
they’ll let me know what’s good at the 
moment, and I’ll decide what I’m going to do 
from that,” he says. 

The bar tenders need to be able to make 
coffees in the morning and cocktails at night. 
“We’re slowly becoming known as a very nice 
cocktail bar,” says Urasala, who is clearly 
proud of Chapters’s achievements. “I think 
we’ve found a niche,” he says. “You find 
restaurants that do a fantastic breakfast, or 
ones that do a great lunch and dinner, but you 
wouldn’t get anything that does the full 
package, and I think that’s what’s unique 
about us.”

METHOD 

Sieve the flour into a heap on the worktop and make a well. 
Dissolve the yeast in the water in a jug and mix in the sugar, salt 
and olive oil.

Knead for at least 15 minutes and then place in a bowl, 
covered with a damp tea towel (in a warm spot) for at least an hour. 

Pre-heat the oven to 180°C. Knock back the dough (ie, give 
it another quick knead) and divide into two. Press out half the 
dough onto a baking tray greased with olive oil. Cover with half 
the fruit and sprinkle with 1.5tbsp of sugar, 1.5tbsp of fennel 
and some oil. Cover with the remaining dough, crimp the edges 
and repeat the topping.

B eware the tides of March - lots of new wave wines 
to imbibe in salute to spring. As you amble along to 
a Sunday luncheon, admiring the daffies in yonder 
Dulwich Park, stop off to buy a highly respected red from south 
west France to impress your host. The Les Hauts de Bergelle 
Saint Mont (£6.99 at Majestic) offers rich savoury flavours, with 
dark damson fruit from authentically preserved local grape 
varieties. Rich, spicy and simply gorgeous with your midday meat. 

Or, if you want a fitting pal for your goat’s cheese or fish soup, 
try the white version from same vineyard! Gorgeous, flinty and 
fresh with a dod of pear and zing. The fact that it’s aged in oak 
for just six months provides an intriguing under-layer of nuttiness, 
and the grapes local to south west France have sexy names like 
arrufiac and petit coubru and mansengs, which do it for me! Same 
shop, same price, same pleasure, but different hue. 

And while were perusing the south, how about this Fleurie from 
Bouchard Pere et Fils 2008 - just as champagnes can vary, this 
particular Fleurie is one to go for. Positively oozing a soft velvety 
flavour from the juicy gamay grape, dashed with a summer fruit 
aroma and lashings of plum and raspberry to savour on the tongue. 
Lovely. A real ‘impress your neighbour’ wine, this. Go get! 

Sticking with local class, as we always do, let’s do a Sainsbury’s 
Taste the Difference Cotes de Provence rose. Uplifting as an 
aperitif (chilled and adorned with the odd seasonal pomegranate 
jewel to echo the pretty, luminous pink). A floral aroma with 
refreshing redcurrant and 
raspberry (the three Rs) using 
a fine blend of the grenache 
and syrah, this either floats your 
boat or launches it. Mine was 
launched. Try sipping with your 
raspberry Pavlova for a total 
Pink Fest to go with the pretty 
spring croci. March on!

Pasha houses London’s only Kyrgyz- 
Kazakh restaurant, typified by simple, 
traditional Central Asian dishes such 
as pasta topped with beef and onion 
and marinated herring topped with potato, 
carrot and beetroot. The Turkish and 
Mediterranean cuisine makes the menu 
more approachable. 

Team Living South popped in one 
Wednesday evening, spread ourselves out 
on the low, carpeted seating, padded out 
with brightly coloured cushions, and

Starters whet the appetite with an array 
of tastes and textures, from bhajiya (spicy 
discs of fried battered potato), crunchy 
okra, and classic street snack bhel puri, 
to dhokla (steamed savory sponge cakes) 
and soft cubes of fried paneer cheese. 

Dhosas are impressive - a huge curl 
of crispy pancake with a choice of fillings, 
beautifully presented with attendant 
sambhar and chutney. A rota of daily 
specials brings plenty of new dishes to try 
(the delicate smoky flavours of the roasted 
aubergine in the Bengan Bharta warmed 
up a dark damp Sunday night). Throughout

I’ll also be discussing future trends and what’s 
new in design, and then I ’ II work on one of the 
show houses. Prince Charles will be doing one 
of the show houses, too, which is incredible! 

There are six ambassadors in total, including 
Greg Wallace, how are you all getting along? 

It’s such a lovely team and we’re all really keen for 
our own area to be vibrant and buzzy, so there’s a 
healthy competitiveness between us all. Diarmuid 
[Gavin] is involved in the gardens and I’m looking 
forward to see what he’s going to be doing. 

Ideal Interiors is sponsored by Dulux-what 
colour trends should we be looking out for? 

Dark colours are really strong; lots of rich, smoky 
greys - grey is the new neutral in my book, 
anything from a pale dove grey to a really dark 
steel grey. And black is still very strong, there’s 
a lot of black wallpaper out there because black 
creates a lovely atmosphere in a room. It’s no 
longer the reign of the teenage bedroom! I would 
also say a teal blue, a petrol blue and a rich 
aubergine, drifting from that to paler mulberries. 

What other trends should we look out for? 

Recycling is very strong. There are a lot of recycled 
timbers in homes, whether it’s wall cladding or 
furniture - just masses of it, and it’s really lovely. 
Crafting, too. It’s about how we can make our 
houses unique-a piece of art or a knitted throw. 

Has MDF been consigned to Changing 
Rooms history, then? 

[Laughs] It still has its moments! I just 
recommissioned a cabinet that I clad in gilded 
glass, and to do that you need a very stable base, 
so a carpenter made me up an MDF base. So 
it still has its uses, it’s a phenomenal material! 

Tell us of some Changing Rooms disasters... 

I was instrumental in breaking a collection of 
antiques teapots, which was not great. The 
display shelf we’d built forthem collapsed, and 
all the teapots broke into smithereens. That was 
the worst thing. And on my very first programme, 
the woman wasn’t sure if she liked the interior. 
That always sticks in my mind, because you live 
and breathe it for two days, you know? 


You now run the Really Linda Barker mail 
order catalogue with your husband, Chris. 

Is that where your career was always headed? 

Interiors was always my thing and design is my 
passion, so it was what I wanted to do next really. 
Chris had always been involved in multimedia, 
and we thought mail order, or certainly online 
shopping, would be the way forward. 

What’s hot in your spring/summer collection? 

We’ve launched a big carved wooden lamp, 
which is really beautiful. People want to spend 
more wisely these days. Our lamp is £155, so not 
cheap, but it’s what I call an investment piece 
because it’s eternally good looking. Wood will 
never go out of style. I think we’II be introducing 
more things forthe garden, like lanterns, because 
everybody sees the garden as their next room. 


And you’re living back in Battersea now? 

Yes, we went from Battersea to Forest Hill, and 
then to East Dulwich, and now we’ve gone back 
to Battersea! We’ve had lovely houses in Forest 
Hill and East Dulwich. I ’ve always been able to buy 
them as wrecks and do them up, which is 
something I’ve enjoyed. But when my daughter 
[Jessica] moved to a school in Kensington after 
herGCSEs, we thought, ‘we’ll all go’! Our home 
sold quite quickly, and I was like, ‘oh no, this has 
been my perfect house for so long!’ I’m notthat 
faraway, but being nearthe King’s Road is nice. I 
could never tear myself away from south London.

Green space 

Local garden designer and horticulturalist Nigel Jones 
goes a little pagan over the spring equinox

M y old lecturer in horticulture does 
a fire dance in his garden when 
he feels that spring has arrived. 

It is his way of celebrating the end of 
winter and the promise of warmer days 
to come. However, those in Shooters Hill 
wanting to catch him in the act may 
be disappointed, as his celebration is 
on a different day each year. You see, 
for him the arrival of spring isn’t dictated 
by the calendar - whether it is buds 
breaking in the garden, a feeling in the air, 
or the sun warming the back of his neck 
as he works the soil; he just knows. 

For those requiring astronomical 
certainty, March brings the Vernal (Spring) 
Equinox, which this year falls on 20 March 
in the UK, marking the date when day and 
night are equal. From then until the Summer 
Solstice, the days, thankfully, get longer. 

The Vernal Equinox is recognised 
by a number of cultures: the Druids 
commemorate it as Alban Eilir (The Light 
of the Earth) and see it as a time of balance 
when they celebrate the return of life 
to the earth; Persians celebrate Nowruz 
(Farsi for new year) with feasts and outdoor 
gatherings; and the Kurds jump overfires. 

In Poland, spring is celebrated by 
the carrying of an effigy of Marzanna 
(a goddess associated with winter) from 
house to house, before she is set aflame 
and drowned to mark the end of winter. 

I am planning my own celebration this 
year. As it is a Sunday, I’ll be on my 
allotment in Lee. I will sow my parsnips, 
take the lid off my flask and raise a cup 
of tea to what promises to be another 
successful year at Medlar & Cob.
